It May Be a Good One in Some 
Cases, but in Others It’s Bad. 


IFTER THE SCALP OF MISTER BUCK. 


Colonel Livingston Is Going to Do What 
He Can to Have the Republican Boss 
Removed—Georgians in the Oapital. 


Washington, April 18.—(Special.)}—The 
rery low state of free gold in the treasury 
was the subject of discussion at the cabi- 
pet meeting this morning. Both Mr. Car- 
lisle and the president are opposed to issu- 
ing bonds unless the situation becomes so 
serious as to make if absolutely necessary. 
Mr. Carlisle’s idea at present is to stop 
the redemption of treasury notes in gold as 
soon as the gold reserve reaches the one 
hundred million dollar mark. Under the 
Sherman act these treasury nofes are re- 
deemable in “coin,” either gold or 
silver, at the option of the sec- 
retary of the treasury. How- 
ever nothing definite was agreed upon. 
It was thought best to await until the neces- 
sity for action arises. 

Mr. Springer offered a suggestion to the 
correspondents at the white house this 
morning. “If I was>the secretary of the 
treasury,” he said, “I would put my hands 
down into that $100,000,000 of gold reserve 
and pay it out. That’s what it is there 
for. The depleted condition of the gold 
balance is easily explained. It is due 
to the fact that $50,000,000 worth of con- 
sumable commodities came into this coun- 
try more than went out, and we must pay 
the difference.” 

Mr. Bissell’s Rule and How It Works. 

Congressman Springer, of Tilinois, 
has a world renowned reputation 
for getting more itive rulings 
out of the executive and cabinet people 
than any other man on earth. Sometimes, 
generally, in fact, these rulings are not 
salted to his taste, but they are always 
clear. The latest instance is furnished by 
a meeting between Mr. Springer and Mr. 
Bissell. * 

“IT understand, Mr. Postmaster General, 
said Mr. Springer, “that you have deter- 
mined to retain republican postmasters the 
full four years when nothing can be proven 
against their character or ability. But sup- 
pose a postmaster appointed by Mr. Har- 
rison served three years and a half and a 
republican successor Was appointed, will 
this man be allowed to serve four years, 
datitig from the issue of the regular’ tom- 
mission, of will he be ellowed to serve 
four years dating from the issue of his own 
commission ?” 

‘He will be allowed,” said Mr. Bissell, 
slowly and positively, “to serve out the four 
years of his own.”’ 

“Humph,” said Mr. Springer. “Well, 
here is a case that I have in mind. Near 
the end of his presidency Mr. Arthur ap- 
pointed a republican postmaster at Tay- 
lorsville, I. Mr. Cleveland allowed him 
to serve four years, which earried him 
nearly through the democratic administra- 
tion; then a democrat was appointed. Mr. 
Harrison promptly removed this democrat 
and named a republican in his place. The 
republican served through more than three 
years of Mr. Harrison’s administration and 
then died. A republican successor was ap- 
pointed. Is he to be allowed to hold the 
office four years more?” 

"He is,” said Mr. Bissell. , 

“But,” expostulated Mr. Springer, “that 
will give ue a democratic incumbent for lit- 
tle more than one year of Mr. Cleveland's 
term.”’ 

“It’s the rule,” said Mr. Bissell. 

“It’s cheerful,” said Mr. Springer. 

Will Demand Back’s Removal. 

Colonel Livingston wil] call upon the pres- 
ident tomorrow to urge the removal of 
Marshal Buck. He will present to the 
president the circulars issued. by Buck dur- 
ing the last campaign and will impress 
upon him the fact that the great mass of 
people of the state demand the removal 
of the offensive leech. 

Livingston's Good Work. 

Colonel Livigzston remains here doing 
some good work for his constituents. To- 
day Assistant Postmaster General Max- 
well agreed at his request to remove the 
hegro postmaster at South Atlanta and 
appoint Mr. A. S. Pool. 

The Gorgia Aspirants. 

The latest aspirant for a consulship hail- 
ing from Georgia is Mr. James H. Ham- 
mond, of Atlanta. Mr. Hammond wants 
to be consul to Palermo, Spain. He has 
some very strong endorsements, and be- 
lieves his chances are good. 

The indications are that Harvey John- 
son, of Atlanta, and Tom Gibson, of Au- 
gusta, will be the next two Georgians to 
‘catch consulships. Secretary Gresham 
has promised to appoint Mr. Gibson to a 
consulship. While no official statement 
has been given out about Mr. Harvey 
Johnson, he and Assistant Secretary of 
State Quincy are decidedly friendly, and 
with the endorsements Mr. Johnson has it 
is quite certain he will prove a winner. 
Mr. Quincey dined with Mr. Johnson last 
evening. 

There are, likewise, other Georgians who 
Will prove winners. Georgia has about 
$26,000 of salaries in foreign offices al- 
lotted to her and so far she has only se- 
cured $13,000 im salaries. The remaining 
amount coming to her will probably be di- 
vided into four or five parts. 

No definite action has yet been taken by 
the state department in Mr. Myrick’s case.

THE LAST GRAND RUSH 


For Offices Will Be Made onthe President 
Today. 

Washington, April 18.—No indication as 
to what effect that the adjournment will 
have on the unprovided office seekers could 
be had at the white house yesterday, for 
the reason that Mondays are reserved Sy 
the president fér uninferrupted office work. 
As today is cabinet day, only one hour was 
given to visitors who, by the-rule, are re- 
stricted by senators atid representatives. 

Wednesday, however, they will be free 
to—some senators and representatives from 
10 to 12 o’cloék, with the privilege of 
bringing as many constituents with them 
—all others on business from 12 to 1 
o'clock, and the general public at the 
last named hour. An unusual exodus is 
noticeable at the railway stations, but 
this fact hardly forms a criterion on which 
to base an estimate of the percentage of 
those who have given up the ship to those 
who cling to hope at the expense of board 
bills. Tomorrow, therefore, will be the 
great day at the white house for the de- 
termination of the question, whether de- 
spair or hope is in the ascendancy. 

There are some who believe there will 
be few callers, while others are inclined 
to the opinion that office seekers will come 
en masse for & grand final effort to bring 
the president around to their way of think- 
ing before leaving for home.

PAYMENT OF GOLD TREASURY NOTES 


| Will Be Stopped for the Present—This 


Will Cause Gold to Flow Back Into 
the Treasury—Cause of Trouble. 


Washington, April 18.—The gold situa- 
tion today is considered to be easier than 
it was yesterday. The treasury officials 
are more confident tian they were twenty- 
four hours - ago, and in the 
minds of all the impfréssion has become 
stronger that ig may not be necessary for 
the secretary to take any action, which 
will change the present policy of the de- 
partment. This feeling was said to be 


due to the fact that the announcement’f 


Was practically made that the government 
would only as a last resort turn to the is- 
suance of bonds. This firm and determined 
position of Mr. Carlisle has, they say, 
&lready had its beneficial effect and so 
soo as it becomes known thiit the secre- 
tary of the freasury has seriously consid- 
ered the advisability of stopping the pay- 
ment of gold coin for. the treasury notes 
issued under the act of Jul} 14, 1890, the 
situation will present a. very different phase 
and the shipment Of gold, which is looked 
upon as a means for forcing the adminis- 
— to issue bonds, Will come to an 
end. eee 

The cabinet meeting today was to con- 
sider, to some extent, the financial situg- 
tion and it is believed that the secretary will 
be upheld in his advice to stop for the 
present the payment of the gold treasury 
notes. 

Under tte silver act of 1890 the gov- 
ernment is compelled to purchase each 
month 4,500,000 ounces of silver and at the 
same time issue notes for the bullion re 
ceived. There ig at present outstanding 
of these notes $130,000,000 and they are 
being constantly redeemed in gold at the 
New York subtreasury. The redemption. 
in gold of these notes has been a matter 
of accommodation on the part of the treas- 


ury department, as the law gives the sec | 
retary diseretion~as whether they shall be 


redeemed in gold or silver. Now, that the

and January, $4,438,900, or a total of $21,- 
136,800 of treasury notes redeemed in gold 
for the past seven months mentioned. For 
February and March it is said that the re- 
demption has averaged $4,000,000 each 
month. From this it will be seen that a con- 
siderable amount of gold can be saved to the 

overnment and at the same time the ina- 
ility of brokers to obtain gold for these 
notes will cut off their most ample means 
of obtaining the metal, as it is said that this 
class of notes has been largely presented by 
New York bankers in exchange for gold. 

It is said that the continued redemption 
of these notes in gold was bound to. result in 
the driving out of all the gold, for it is ap- 
parent that, the condition was such that 
gold was being paid out through the medium 
of the treasury. notes for the silver bullion 
sold. As a former treasury official explained 
it to a reporter, the prin ple is the same as 
though one had:a glass partially filled with 
Sve yb - surface of oil.

if it became apparent that Secretary Car- 
lisle was to adopt this course that the New 
Yorkers, who have been represented as 
trying to push the government into an 
embarrassing position, would see that their 
efforts had been in vain and gold would 
again begin to flow into the treasury. It 
they are correct in their surmises it will 
be unnecessary for Mr. Carlisle to take any 
further action.

Ingersoli Maury’s Body Found 
Floating in a River, 


WHERE HE HAD ENDED HIS TROUBLES 


He Was Fond of Gambling and Put Off 
a Bogus Check on a Friend—Re- 
morse Drove Him to Suicide, 


Louisville, Ky., April 18.—The mystery, 
attending the disappearance of Charles 
Ingersoll Maury from this city has at last 
been solved. Last night the body of a man 
was found floating in the river, near Au- 
rora, Ind., which wa thought to be that 
of young Maury. His cousin, Mr. ITd- 
“ward Berkley, Jr., of this city, received a 
telegram to that effect and left on the 


fore noon todaf Mrs. Berkley received a 
telegram from her husband, which said 
he had identified the remains as those of 
young Maury. 

Charles Ingersoll Maury came to Louis- 
ville with his cousin, who came here to 
take charge of the state insurance office of 
the Mutual] Life Insurance Company, of 
New York. Maury’s home is in Phila- 
*“delphia, where his parents are regarded as 
the best. His fatter was~one of the dead- 
ing physicians of that place. His mother 
was a daughter of the late millionaire, 
Charles Ingersoll, for whom young Maury 
Pog named. Maury was twenty-four years 
old. 

From the time Maury first disappeared 
‘it was thought that he had taken his life 
out of sheer remorse. He had spent a 
fortune in fast living, but there was left 
an estate worth $50,000, which yielded 
him a yearly income of $2,200. He had a 
mania for gambling and on one occasion 
he made a partnership play with a friend in 
which $1,150 was lost at the faro banks. 
‘The friend in question pit up the money, 
and when they came to_settle Maury gave 
him a check on a bank in St. Louis. The 
eheck was returned unpaid. Maury brood- 
ed over the shame that he thought his 
action had brougtit upon him as soon as 
fhe realized what he had done and became 
‘go wretched that he left Louisville on 
Sunday night, April 2d, for Cincinnati, from 
which place he disappeared April 7tb.

THE BELGIAN RIOTS, 
A Threatening Crowd at Antwerp, but Quiet 


Eisewhere. 


Brussels, April 18.—The night passed 
more quietly than was expected. In Ant- 
werp today the outlook is more threatening 
than yesterday, and this, despite the fact 
that extraordinary military precautions 
have been taken to preserve the peace. 
Among the more prominent of the agitators 
in Antwerp are a number of anarchists. 
Of these, two, Fabry and Walters, made 
themselves particulayly obnoxious to the 
police, and today were placed under ar- 
rest. The striking dock laborers began 
their disorderly demonstrations again this 
morning. They took possession of the docks 
and marched along the water front, attack- 
ing the men at work, compelling many to 

uit. The police in force were finally or- 
Laoed to disperse the rioters. A short con- 
flict ensued, during which the police used 
their swords and revolvers, and finally the 
mob scattered. 

A most serious disturbance occurred to- 
day at Bourgerhout, a village a short dis- 
tance from twerp. Many y makers 
are employed in the village and a majority 
of them have joined the strikers in favor 
of universal] suffrage. The men who re 
mained at work were attacked by the 
strikers and the troops were called upon 
to protect the workers and restore order. 
The appearance of the soldiers had little 
or no effect on quelling the riot and the or- 
ders to disperse met with resistance. The 
“black legs” were threatened. The officer in 
commi&nd of the soldiers ordered the men to 
fix their bayonets and then followed the or- 
der to charge.

Washington, April 18.—The week ending 
April 17th has been cooler than usual, ex- 
cept in the south Atlantie states and in the 
vicinity of the lower states, where a slight 
excess in temperature was reported. The 
greater portion of the wheat belt, which 
was deficient in moisture at last report, re 
ceived during the week from one to two 
inches more than the usual amount of rain- 
fall and although some damage is reported 
from floods in Tennessee, the iucreased moist- 
ure is likely to prove favorable in this re- 
gion. The spring wheat region also received 
one inch more than the norinal rainfall. but 
in this section the moisture was already in 
excess. Generally the week was cool and 
not favorable for farm work throughout the 
principal agricultural states, except in the 
eastern portion of the cotton region, where 
the weather was generally favorable for 
warm work, but where rain is needed.

HE LET IT SLIP BY. 


The Golden Moment Came, but He Held on 
to His Cotton—It Was Burned. 

Albany, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—The 
ginhouse of Mr. A. R. Jackson, in the 
western portion of this county, with fifty- 
six bales of cotton, screw gin and other ap- 
— were burned last night, involv- 
ng a loss of $5,000, with no insurance. 
The fire was undoubtedly of incendiary or- 
igin and every effort will be made to cap- 
lied the torch. 

In addition to the fifty-six bales burned, 
‘Mr. Jackson has about 350 bales stored in 
this city, representing the results of two 
years’ cotton raising.. In 1891 he refused 
to sell his cotton for the price which pre- 
vailed during that seastn, and held over 
until the opening of the next season, which 
opened very low. Mr. Jackson was often 
heard to say that he would sell when the 
market touched 8 cents, but after the rise 
had commenced and it reached 8 cents he 
refused to sell—he wanted 9 cents.

The Bond Forces Busy Again. 


It cannot be said at this time that 
the bond-forcing element of Wall street 
is engaged in shipping gold out of the 
country, but they are making a strenu- 
ous effort to take advantage of the per- 
fectly natural and healthy outflow of 
gold that is now going on. Gold is 
going out not only in response to the 
premium in the shape of commissions 
that is offered by those who have 
charge of the Austrian gold loan, but 
because our importations of merchan- 
dise are larger than our exports, and 
the balance has to be settled with gold. 

Taking advantage of this fact, the 
bond-forcers are showering telegrams 
on Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle, and 
trying to create a panicky feeling in 
administration circles. What they want 
is a new issue of bonds, and they want 
it for two reasons: First and fore- 
most, because of the profit there is in 
handling the bonds, and, second, but 
not less important, because the issue 
will constitute a precedent that will en- 
able the bond-forcers to organize a raid 
on the treasury gold and bring about a 
bond issue whenever the humor seizes 
them, being thug enabled, in defiance of 
the will of the people, to perpetuate the 
national banking system and all the 
financial evils that have grown out of it. 

This is the situation today, and this 
is the danger. The threat is so plain 
that The Indicator, a financial paper 
devoted to the interests of Wall street, 
was moved to say awhile ago that if 
“Secretary Carlisle had lost his nerve 
and sold $50,000,000 of bonds, as was 
demanded, the work of depleting the 
_ treasury reserves to force new issues of 
bonds would have been taken up as a 
special and a very profitable industry.” 
This testimony comes right out of Wall 
street, and gives a very clear view of 
the conspiracy against the treasury that 
has been going forward in that quarter. 

It is naturai that there should be an 
» energetic renewal at. this time of tie

Everything seems to be ripe for it. 
Secretary Carlisle has ordered the sub- 
treasuries to cease issuing gold certifi- 
cates against deposits of gold, but to 
issue greenbacks instead. The “free 
gold” in the treasury—that is to say, 
the gold over and above the $100,000,- 
000 reserve—is about exhausted. That 
fund having come to be a sort of fetish 
- with those who regard monometallism 
as a more beautiful and satisfactory 
system than the Christian religion, it is 
to be expected that this element will) 
endeavér to impress Mr. Carlisle and 
the administration that a crisis is upon 
the country, and that the moment the 
sacred reserve is touched our currency 
system will be in the throes of disloca- 
tion. Their remedy is a new issue of 
bonds—bonds to get profits out of, bonds 
to aid in perpetuating the national bank 


system contrary to the will of the peo- | 


ple. 

But What is the situation from Mr. 
Carlisle’s point of view? He can 
have no theories in regard to his duty 
In the premises, for he will have to 
conform to the law and to the facts. 
There is neither politics nor sentiment 
in it. Before he issues bonds he will

Editor Cockerill, of The New York 
Morning Advertiser, says that the south- 
ern press is edited and directed, as a 
rule, by narrow-minded, half-educated, 
prejudiced, conceited men, and is pro- 
vincial in the extreme. He makes this 
emphatic declaration:

The newspaper alluded to .is, of 
course, The Morning Advertiser. The 
regular staff of the paper is composed 
mainly of Colonel Cockerill, and when 
this fact is stated it is unnecessary to 
say that his brains, scholarship and 
writing talent cannot be duplicated by 
any five southern newspapers. 

The colonel is too modest. He be- 
lieves that he knows more, and can do 
better writing than the combined staffs 
of any five newspapers down this way, 
and yet he leaves some of his obtuse 
readers wondering which of his contem- 
poraries is the subject of his compli- 
mentary péragraph. 

Now, we do not believe in hiding the 
brightest ligt in American journalism 
under a bushal. Editor Cockerill is the 
fortunate possessor of an expanse of 
gray matter wich may be said to be 
inexhaustible it illimitable. In 


scholarship and\ accomplishments he 
is an Admirable Crichton, and as 
for writing talent—well, Junius and 
Macaulay never wrote anything that 
could be mistaken for Cogkerill’s illu- 
minated editorials. 

It goes without saying that there can 
be nothing narrow-minded or conceited 
about such a man—nothing prejudiced 
or provincial. No wonder that his ad- 
mirers call him a Jeems Dandy. 


A Gloomy View. 

We adverted briefly the other day to 
the fact that Colonel William R. Mor- 
rison, the distinguished tariff reformer, 
has lately grown to be something of a 
pessimist in the matter of tariff reform. 
In another column we present an ex- 
tract from a report of an interview 
which he recently held with a newspa- 
per correspondent, in order that our 
readers may judge for themselves how 
great a falling off there has been in the 
energy and enthusiasm that once dis- 
tinguished Colonel Morrison as a tariff 
reformer. Colonel Morrison says that 
the McKinley law will embarrass the 
democrats, but we do not see how this 
can be unless the democrats should un- 
wisely undertake to preserve certain 
of its features. The party has declared 
umistakably for its repeal, the people 
have endorsed the declaration and Mr. 
Cleveland has asked what the party is 
in power for if not to repeal the Mc- 
Kinley law. 

We know very well that Colonel Mor- 
rison is speaking the sober truth when 
he says that the McKinley law is some- 
thing more than a tariff measure—that 
it.was intended to create a deficit in the 
treasury so that bonds might be issued 
to give a new lease of life to the na- 
tional banking system. Nevertheless, 
the democratic party is pledged not to 
reform but to repeal the McKinley law.’ 
When that law is repealed there will 
still remain the Morrill tariff to be re- 
formed and cut down to the revenue 
point. 

We find it impossible to agree with 
the gloomy views of Colonel Morrison. 
We know what the demoé¢ratic party 
has promised, and we know what the 
people expect. We know that the par- 
ty is not in a position to disappoint the 
just expectations of those who support- 
ed it because of its promises to wipe 
out the element of protection and to 
prevent discriminations against@ilver as 
a money metal. “ 

Colonel Morrison believes that the 
sugar bounty will be retained. We 
cannot go so far. It is preposterous to 
suppose that the democratic party will 
endorse so undemocratic a measure. 
Colonel Morrison does not believe we 
will ever see an income tax. On tha 
contrary, we believe that the democrat- 
ic party, representing the great major- 
ity of the people, will find in an in- 
come tax the simplest, surest and most 
satisfactory method of raising revenue 
without imposing additional burdens 
on the common people. 4 

In other words, we think the demo- 
cratte congress and the democratic ad- 
ministration will adjust legislation to fit 
the needs of the people and to redeem 
the pledges of the platform.

A Weak Invention of the Enemy. 

There is apparently a systematic ef- 
fort on the part of certain republican 
newspapers to impress the American 
people with the idea that Mr. Cleve- 
land is unduly anxious to please sev- 
eral leading democratic senators in the 
matter of appointments, with a view to 
modifying their financial opinions, which 
at the present time are decidedly at 
variance with his own. : 

In plain English, these partisan jour- 
nals suggest and pretend to believe that 
the president-is making use of his ap- 
pointing power to win the support of 
Senators Voorhees, Vest and Blackburn. 
This insulting insinuation is, of course, 
highly absurd, but it should be properly 
rebuked.

The constitution expressly 
says that the president in making for- 
eign appointments “shall nominate by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
senate.” _ Naturally, he cannot ignore 
three such prominent senators as 
Messrs. Voorhees, Vest and Blackburn, 
and he is right in consulting them upon 
every proper occasion, It is prepos- 
terous to suppose that these three men 


opposition to his financial policy, and 
itis equally preposterous to suppose 
that the senate would submit to such a 
programme. 

The repulffcans who are circulating 
this slander are directly contradicting 
their oft-repeated charge that Mr. 
Cleveland’ is self-willed, obstinate and 
inclined to the rule or ruin policy. Now, 
when it suits their purpose they at- 
tempt to make him out a_ trimming, 
hedging politician, ready-<to go any 
length to conciliate and win over his 
opponents. The people of this country 
do not need to be reminded of the fact 
that the man of their choice is not built 
that way. He has the courage of his 
convictions, and when differences of 
opinion exist he takes his stand openly 
and trusts to the merits of his side to 
win success, scorning any other meth- 
ods of securing a triumph. 

The three senators are too well known 
to require more than a passing word in 
their behalf. They have grown gray 
in the service of the people, and their 
fearless and steadfast devotion to prin- 
ciple is almost proverbial. When the 
proper time arrives the country will 
find them at their posts as loyal to the 
democratic pledge of financial reform as 
they have always been to the party it- 
self. No appointment that has ever 
been made or that ever will be made 
can shake the constancy of such men. 
But it is needless to say these things. 
If we must descend to the lower level 
of republican controversy, let us end it 
all by saying that the president and the 
senators whose names have been so 
impertinenty handled know how. to dif- 
fer and yet_respect one another. They 
are the last men in the world to em- 
ploy or to yield to the methods of 
bribery. 


The Coming Tax. ; 

The Boston Journal is opposed to an 
income tax, but it admits that it is com- 
ing--that it is an inevitable result of 
the situation. 

As our contemporary puts it, 
Voorhees, the chairman of the senate 
finance committee, declares that he has 
always belieyed an income tax to be 
the most equitable method of raising 
revenue, and he is, therefore, prepared 
to support a proposition with that end 
in view. Mr. Vest talks in the same 
strain, pronouncing the income tax the 
fairest conceivable, because it puts the 
burden on the strongest shoulders. Mr. 
Harris says that he will give it his hear- 
ty support; Mr. Vance favors a graded 
income tax; Mr. Jones is of the same 
opinion, and Mr. McPherson, the re- 
maining democratic member of the com- 
mittee, prefers for the present to say 
nothing, 

This committee will largely shape the 
financial and tariff policy of the admin- 
istration, and it may be accepted as a 
foregone conclusion that the next ses- 
sion of congress will impose a graded 
income tax. 

It is no new experiment. England 
and other low tariff countries tax in- 
comes, arid it is impossible to fairly con- 
sider the matter without coming to the 
conclusion that such a tax is. the only 
means of correcting the injustice of the 
present system which has so long made 
the masses bear the greater snare of 
the burden, while the privileged“classes 
have escaped. Doubtless many of the 
eastern capitalists will kick vigorously, 
but the people at large are determined 
that the government shall be run in the 
interests of the whole country, and they 
are going to have their way.

Interview with Wilitam R. Morrison. 

“Any opinion as to the progress that will 
be made by the present congress towards the 
reform of the tariff is not without an ele. 
ment of great uncertainty. The McKinley 
bill will embarrass the democrats in any re 
vision which they may attempt.

The election of General Olement A.

Colonel W, L. Calhoun has for several 
terms been president of the association, 
and had once before determined to resign 
the office on account of the pressure of the 
work in the ordinary’s office, but his resig- 
nation wags not accepted before. 

This time, however, he declared that he 
could not accept the office for another term, 
and would,not allow bis name to go before 
the association for re-election. 

General Evans was elected to the office 
by the members, and they congratulated 
themselves on the selection they made. 
General Evans will lead the members of 
the association to the train the day the 
body of Jefferson Davis reaches Atlanta. 

General Evans is one of the old war 
horses left in Georgia. He is a man whose 
military record is without a blemish and 
as bright.as chivalry could make it. 

He was born in Lumpkin, Stewart county, 
Georgia, and was admitted to practice law 
in that town at the early age of nineteen. 
He was a promising young man with ali 
the fire and genius and eloquence. that it 
took in those days to make succeasful poli- 
ticians, and politics was his passion. He 
was a member of the general assembly of 


the senate =~ before the state capitol] was 
removed from Milledgeville to Atlanta. 

e was a member of the secession conven- 
tion and was an elector for Breckenridge. 

He went to war when quite young as | 
first lieutenant of the Stewart Grays, a com- 
ome formed in his neighborhood. It wasn’t 
ong before he was a captain. being a gal- 
lant and faithful officer. Then he hecame 
a major, and then a colonel. Later he was 
promoted to brigadier general and took the 
command that General John Gordon 
left when promoted from that office to a 
higher one. He was at all times one of 
the most gallant of the officers in charge of 
confederate soldiers, and the old soldiers 
know it full well. 

A story is told that at the fighting around 
Richmond, General Evans, was at 
the time a colonel, desired to make a rush 
Into the very front of the enemies columns.

When it was all over the colonel 
called Wright up and said: 

“Well done, my boy, I want to take yop 

you to my wife.” 

General Evans was wounded five times in 
the war and very zeriously, bnt never gave 
up. He was shot through the body several 
times. One time the ball carried with it a 
paper of pins which he was rey 8 in 
his side pocket, and they remained in him 
for a long time, much to the astonishment 
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ement that his bus- 
inesg interests demanded all his time, he 
would have been compelled to continue at 
the head of the organization. Colonel Cal- 
houn has held the post of president for five 
years to the satisfaction of his comrades. 
In introducing his successor, Genéral Clem- 
ent A. Evans, he paid him a high compli- 
ment, and concluding to the association he 
had these words of counse) for his com- 


rades; 

Allow me,as a parting word, to remind you of 
some things which are necessary; in my judg- 
ment, for your success, and of which I have 
often before spoken. We are the survivors of 
& great struggle, which we believed was for 
the preservation of constitutional li , and

The Two Dead Generals. 


It is not often that a military body is call- 
ed upon to do honor to the memory of two 
Officers of the highest rank at the 8a 
meeting, yet so it was, as Generalg Beau- 
regard and Kirby Smith had passed 
away within a few days of each other. 

The paper read by Genera Ww. 8S. Wal- 
ker on the life of eral Beauregard was 
one of great strength and power. Treat- 
points upon which the fame of 
Beauregard would rest, he said: 

General Beaurégard's fame mainly rests on 
three salient events in the struggle—Sumter 
Manassas d Charleston. His defense of 
the coast line of South Carolina and Georgia, 
and the railroad connection with Florida, 
was one of the most brilliant and successful 
in our military annals. The line of railroad 
along the coast of South Carolina and Geor- 
gia ran near the ocean, and was accessible 
at several points by the federal gunboats. As 
a line of transportation, it was of the utmost

“his is the fifth convention and it will be 
held if the office of the interstate commerce 
commission. At the last ‘convention com- 
mittees were appointed to report on the fol- 
lowing topics: 


Reasonable rates; congressional action in 


regard to safety appliances; amendment of 
the act te reguiate commerce; uniformity in 
railway accounts. . 
All of these subjects have been under dis- 
cussion before but none of them have been 
finally disposed of except the second. The 
committee on that subject will be able to 
report the passage of the coupler Dill and its 
approval by the president, and will probably 
have nothing mofe to suggest until the prac- 
tical operation of the law has begun. The 
third subject, the amendment of the law, is 
broad enough to cover almost anything, and 
may be made the subject for some discussion 
of recent decisions of Judges Speer, Taft 
and Hicks on the power of the courts under 
the law to compel railway employes to exe- 
cute their contracts. The list of additional! 
topics suggested for consideration by the com- 
mittoes indicates the wide range of unsettled 
railroad management, and Re 
which-

ever topic is made foremost. The 
supplementary topics includes: 

Ghiform classification of freights; poolings 
of freights and divisions of earnings; abuses 
caused by the use of ngs gn cars in rail- 
way equipment; Harmony in ratiway legisla- 
tion; rritorial assignment of statistics of 
operation; overcharges. 

Uniform classification of freights has been 
under discussion at previous meetings of the 
commissioners. but has never been satisfac- 
torily settled. It would not be surprising if 
a recommendation in favor of legislation to 
permit the division of traffic was made by 
the convention and urged upon congress at ite 
next session. Such a recommendation would 
be coupled with the condition which Mr. 
Chauncey Depew stated before a house com- 
mittee last winter the railroads would be 
willing to submit to—that all pooling arrange- 
ments should be under the control ofthe 
interstate commerce commission, with power 
in the commission to revoke them at pleas- 
ure. A compilation of the laws of the sev- 
eral states on railways will be probably. be 
recommended by the convention in order that 
the differences may be more readily exposed 
and reconciled by amendments. 

The interstate commission has had numer- 
ous cases growing out of instances of over- 
charges and uniform classification would sim- 
plify this subject and reduce overcharges.

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He Was a Witness Before the United 


States Grand Jury. 
“BEING A PROFESSIONAL KITER MYSELF.” 


Cora Howard. Was the Only Witness Be- 
sides Steve Ryan—The Grand Jury 
in,Mysterious Session. 


There were only two witnesses before the 
grand jury yesterday, but in the way of ab- 
solute candor one of them, who was no less 
a personage than Mr. Steve Ryan, fairly 
took away the breath of the grand jury. 

And the other witness, Cora Howard, was. 
hardly less frank and open in her state- 
ments. She was the first witness to be 
called before the grand jury, and was fol- 
lowed by the second and last witness, Mr. 
Ryan. 

When Mr. Ryan was asked what he 
thought the grand jury wanted with him 
he replied, in his usual happy manner: 

“T can’t see what they want with me,” 
answered Mr. Ryan, “unless it is to tell 
them why Charleston beat Savannah s0 
badly.” 

But the testimony of. Mr. Ryan was a 
revelation, and he had no hesitancy in tell- 
ing all that passed between himself and the 
grand jury. 

“Mr. Ryan,” asked the grand jury after 
having learned from him that his name was 
Stephen A. Ryan and that he was ac 
quainted with nearly all the parties whose 
names have been connected with the Red- 
wine investigation as witnesses, “what, in 
your opinion, wag the failure of the Gate 
City bank caused by.” 

Mr. Ryan evidently realized what a grave 
situation had been thrust upon him, for he 
states himself that he hesitated a, moment 
before answering, and after he replied that 
line of investigation was dropped immedi- 
ately. 

“Caused by the want of money,” was Mr. 
Ryan’s answer, made after due deliberation. 

“How was it that you learned of any 
rumor of the bank’s weakness or the de- 
falcation, and why was it that you advised 
your brother John to withdraw his money?” 
was the next question of any importance 
that was asked the witness. 

“It was something like this,” replied Mr. 
Ryan. “I have a brother who works at 
the American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, and it seems that he heard about Ked- 
wine's attempt to borrow money and tide 
over for the day.- He told me that Red- 
wine was trying to ‘kite,’ and then I knew 
something was surely up, being a profes- 
sional kiter myself, and 1 told John to draw 
his money at once, and I was right, as was 
shown.”’ 

It is understood that Mr. Ryan’s an- 
swer, made in his characteristic _ style, 
caused the grand jury to smile, but to ac- 
cuse that august body of levity might pro- 
voke a reproof. 

“Did you and Tom Cobb Jackson ever 
exchange checks?’’ was asked Mr. Ryan. 

“No,” replied the witness, “but Cobb 
wanted to do so. It would have done io 
good, however, for both of our checks were 
worth about the same, and both were play- 
ing for the best there was in it.” 


answered the witness, “but I 
didn’t have any. I told him that I could 
negotiate a loan for him, but all he had wae 
great expectations, and my man wanted 
collateral.” 

Several unimportant questions were asked 
Mr. Steve Ryan, but what is given above 
is, jn the main, what he testified to before 
the grand jury, according to Mr. Ryan. 

Cora Howard the Firat Witness. 


Cora Howard's testimony was similar to 
her statement at the preliminary hearing 
of Owens and Black before the United 
States commissioner, Judge Gaston. She 
told of Redwine’s coming to her house 
Tuesday afternoon, and how, in order to 
throw her off the track, so to speak, in re- 
gard to his having defaulted, asked her to 
send for Mrs. Hammond.

The subsequent arrest of Redwine 
by Owens, who tried to hold him for a re- 
ward, was related to the grand jury. It 
is understood that the habits of a number 
of well-known young men were revealed to 
the grand jury by the woman witness. At

The grand jury remained in session for 
an hour after Cora Howard had left the 
grand jury room, and there were numerous 
passings backwards and forwards ¥! Cap- 
tain Jackson, Colonel James and Colonel 
Rucker. All three of these gentlemen and 
the foreman of the grand jury were asked 
if there were any probabilities of an indict- 
ment today, but they were all as mum as 
frozen clams.
